I\vo business owners in down¬ 
town Romulus want to make a 
clean sweep in the city. 

“We are just trying to give 
business owners downtown a 
voice" said Rick Perry owner of 
R.J. Perry Carpentry. “We want 
our downtown to be clean and 
we want to put an association in 
place to ensure that it stays 
clean." 

Perry and Bill Crane, owner of 


Crane FUneral Home, are in the 
preliminary stages of creating an 
association for business owners 
in the downtown district from 
Vining Road to Five Points 
through the downtown area. 

Perry and Crane are both 


members of the Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) 
and said they are well educated 
in the processes of improving the 
area. However, the DDA only has 
so much power. 

“We can do the improvements 


to the downtown landscape, but 
we can’t maintain them,’’ he said. 
“So we are hopeful that with this 
new business association we can 
develop a consistency through¬ 
out the downtown businesses 
and assist owners in portraying a 
positive image to the public.” 

Crane said the association, 
which has yet to receive a name, 
would reach out to the local busi¬ 
ness owners to reach a consensus 
of what can be done to maintain 
downtown and provide a voice to 
owners who are not residents of 


Romulus. 

“A lot of owners are non-resi¬ 
dents, which means they don’t 
have a voice in the city,” said 
Crane. “We feel that the associa¬ 
tion can give them a voice to such 
groups as the DDA We want to 
include and inform businesses of 
what is going on in the city, 
because they have a significant 
interest in it” 

Perry said they will teach 
business owners what type of

Governor takes out the trash with signing of bill

“Bring it on,” shouted Gov. 
Jennifer Granholm as she pre¬ 
pared to sign a slew of anti-trash 
bills. 

“If you dump in Michigan, 
you have to abide by our rules,” 
said Granholm. 

The governor signed the anti¬ 
trash legislation last Friday at 
Crosswinds Marsh Park, which 
is near the Carleton Flarms land¬ 
fill in Sumpter Township. The 
many supporters—children and 
area residents—cheered on the 
bill holding signs, and shouting 
out for State Rep. Kathleen Law 
©-Gibraltar) and Granholm. 

The package of bills is 
designed to ensure tougher stan¬ 
dards and to curb the flow of 
Canadian and out-of-state waste 
that enters Michigan. The 11-bill 
package would ban pop cans, 
beer bottles and old tires from 
Michigan landfills. It would also 
give the Michigan Department 
of Environmental Quality (DEQ) 
the ability to close Michigan bor¬ 


der to out-of-state trash ship¬ 
ments that pose a substantial 
threat to public health and safe¬ 
ty. 

The bills were stalled by 
Republicans in the state House 
of Representatives since they 
were introduced in January 
2003, but House Democrats can 
let out a sigh of relief as the 
chain of bills were signed. 

State Rep. Hoon-Yung 
Hopgood (D-Taylor), a strong 
proponent of the trash bills, said 
that he is very satisfied with the 
results of the Democrats fight in 
the state house. 

“This is a victory for Michigan 
citizens,” he said. “We succeed¬ 
ed in getting a common sense 
bill that will fairly treat all trash 
coming into this state signed into 
law and that is a great accom¬ 
plishment” 

‘Today will bring everything 
to standard,” said Law. “Canada 
will have to come up to 
Michigan’s standards; they are 
responsible.” 

House Democrats have 
scheduled 15 town meetings, 


launched a yard sign campaign 
and petition drive and intro¬ 
duced a Trash-O-Meter, accord¬ 
ing to Law. The Trash-O-Meter 
measures the amount of trash 
entering Michigaa 

“The Trash-O-Meter shows us 
that more than 2.1 million tons of 
Canadian and out-of-state waste 
have been dumped in Michigan 
landfills,” said Law. “We’re sit¬ 
ting on a ticking time bomb.” 

Law said that it was fitting for 
Granholm to choose a park 
across from Carleton Farms 
Landfill. 

“Sumpter Township is a farm¬ 
ing community and we need to 
get families back into it,” said 
Law. “Crosswinds is a manufac¬ 
tured wetland. It was built pur¬ 
posely so the landfill couldn’t get 
any bigger” 

Numerous residents were at 
the signing to show their support 
of the legislation. Sumpter 
Township resident Sam Loggans 
said he doesn’t want trash in his 
community.

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Tax abatements keep 
companies in Plymouth

It didn’t take long for the actions of the 
Plymouth Township Board of Trustees to 
seal a deal to keep one of the largest town¬ 
ship taxpayers in the community. 

A day after Johnson Controls, Inc. 
received approval for two tax abatements 
from the township board, officials 
announced they intended to keep the facil¬ 
ities in the township and expand opera¬ 
tions there. 

Johnson Controls officials had previous¬ 
ly looked at other sites as close as Salem 
Township - which they vigorously pursued 
for nearly a year - as well as other out-of- 
state locations in Indiana, Ohio and 
Wisconsin 

“With strong support from the State of 
Michigan and Plymouth Township, our 
management team has decided to stay in 
Plymouth Township and expand our auto¬ 
motive headquarters and technical cam¬ 
pus,” said Keith Wandell, president of the 
Automotive Group for Johnson Controls. 
“We’re pleased to be remaining in an out¬ 
standing community and that we will be 
redeveloping our current technical center 
to meet future business needs.” 

Johnson Controls occupies about 
500,000 square feet of automotive corpo¬ 
rate office and engineering space in three 
buildings in the township. A number of 
events took place recently to make the 
township site more attractive to the firm, 
which manufactures automotive interiors 
for the auto industry. The board of trustees 
approved a 12-year tax abatement on 
March 23 and also designated about 100

acres north of one of their buildings as an 
Industrial Development District (IDD). 
That land had been owned by the State of 
Michigan and currently houses the 
Western Wayne Correctional Facility. The 
state has indicated that it will close that 
facility and sell the land, which will allow 
Johnson Controls to expand their Halyard 
Road facility onto it 

“The prospect of remaining in 
Plymouth Township was positive for the 
firm’s 1,800 employees that today work at 
the technical center,” he said. 

The abatement was one of two granted 
at the meeting last week. Moeller 
Manufacturing also received a 12-year tax 
abatement for improvements they plan 

The 40-year-old tool and die company 
has been located in the township for 10 
years and has expanded to employ about 
85 people, according to Joe Baker, a repre¬ 
sentative of the firm. 

“We’ve had a tough couple of years, but 
we’ve been able to keep our employees 
and increase our base,” he said. 

The $1.5 million in improvements 
planned at the company, which is located 
in the Plymouth Oaks business park, will 
mean four or five new full time jobs will be 
created, Baker said.

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GM Powertrain sponsors students for monitoring day

A group of eighth grade students from Romulus 
Middle School will become scientists for a day when they 
participate in the Rouge Education Project on May 5. 

The project created by General Motors in conjunction 
with Earth Fbrce Green, was developed to educate stu¬ 
dents about pollution and what they can do to help pre¬ 
vent it from getting into Michigan waterways. 

Across the United States and Canada, the GM-Global 
Rivers Environmental Education Network (GREEN) pro¬ 
gram involves employees from 45 GM facilities who work 
with students from more than 8,500 students to develop 
an understanding for water resources in their communi¬ 
ties. 

The GM Powertrain Engine Plant in Romulus is spon¬ 
soring students from Sharon Grandell’s science class at 
Romulus Middle School for a third year in the program. 

“We supply the students with all the necessary equip¬ 
ment such as monitoring kits, informational pamphlets 
and we also provide teachers with the instruments and 
information they will need to inform the students,” said 
Lisa Parks, an environmental engineer at the GM 


Powertrain Engine Plant, as well as the coordinator of the 
project 

The Romulus students will be studying and sampling 
the Rouge River, a hotbed for pollution in the State of 
Michigan, which has four main branches. Students will 
learn about water quality, pollution prevention, riverbed 
quality and how to conduct tests on the water in the 
weeks leading up to the 2004 River Rouge Monitoring 
Day. 

Students from schools through out the Rouge water¬ 
shed will be participating in Monitoring Day this year and 
they will be taking different samples from the water to 
detect how polluted their area is. 

‘The Rouge watershed tends to be less polluted at the 
top, then as it winds down the pollution begins to pile up 
and once you hit the bottom, it can get pretty bad,” said 
Parks. 

‘The students will also be evaluating what type of pol¬ 
lution they see on the riverbed and what type of organs 
isms are living there as well.” 

Officials at the engine plant said that the project aims 
to teach students that the major sources of pollution to 
the Rouge are stormwater runoff, combined sewer over¬ 
flows and illicit discharges. The suspected illegal dump¬ 


ing of oil into the Rouge received a lot of media attention, 
but they said that what keeps this river unfit for swim¬ 
ming is actually the small contributions made by resi¬ 
dents. 

“Our goal is to teach students about why water quality 
is so important in the future,” said Parks. “We believe this 
teaches them that big industry is not always to blame for 
pollution. It is primarily residential pollution that makes 
the water unsafe for things like swimming and fishing. We 
want them to learn the things they can do at home to help 
clean up the Rouge watershed and at the same time edu¬ 
cate them for the future environment” 

Each classroom of students participating in 
Monitoring Day will be supplied with volunteers from GM 
plants across the area. These volunteers will be on hand 
to answer any questions the students may have. 

The Romulus Transmission Operations (RTO) plant 
will also be sending volunteers to help students. 

“Last year we sent five volunteers to help students 
from Westland and Farmington schools,” said Maude 
Chatman, business communications integrator at RTO. 
“We feel that this program is very important for the kids 
and we are willing to do whatever we can to help educate 
them on pollution.” 


Trash - Governor signs bill to keep out trash 
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“Sumpter Township has a 
30-year contract with trash,” 
said Loggans. “This issue is a 
two-headed sword for us. If we 
stop all the trash from coming 
into the landfill then we could 
go bankrupt Ninety percent of 
the township’s income is from 
trash. The only thing that the 
state can do is regulate it” 

Loggans. a resident of the 
township for 26 years, said that 
he doesn’t believe the landfill 
poses any health risks. He did 
say the landfill is an eyesore, 
though. 

“If you look at one side you 
can see an eagle nest right 
above the wetland.” said 
Loggans. “But if you turn to the 
other side, you see a huge 
landfill With the new sale, the 
landfill is only going to get 
another 150 feet higher” 

Wayne County has recorded 
a 56 percent increase in out-of- 
state and Canadian trash and 
a 63 percent increase in the 
amount of imported trash 


being dumped into the 
Carleton Fhrms Landfill. 

“One Sumpter Township 
women was seriously injured 
when she was hit by not one, 
but two, Canadian trash trucks 
near Carleton Farms Landfill, 
which takes all of the city of 
Toronto's garbage,” said Law. 
“If that’s not bad enough, the 
landfill also accepts Toronto’s 
sewage sludge.” 

Supporters of the bill 
believe that it is not only an 
environmental issue, but a 
homeland security issue as 
well. 

“Michigan is not going to be 
the nation’s trash can,” said 
Granholm. “We are only going 
to allow as much landfill space 
as needed. We want to be a 
state that recycles and protects 
the land.” 

However, the trash talking 
is not over yet between the 
Democrats and the 
Republicans. Stephanie 
Glysson, director of govern¬ 
mental affairs for Republican 
Services said the bills are bad 


public policy. 

“The bills are designed to 
keep the trash out of the state,” 
said Glyssoa “It has nothing to 
do with the health and welfare 
of the environment. Over a 
period of time everything you 
see around you will be trash; 
the clothes and shoes you 
wear; everything" 

Glysson said that the House 
Republicans are going as far 
as taking this issue to the 
courts. Instead of worrying 
about trash, the worry should 
be directed toward the budget 
cuts and deficits that the state 
has; they have a fiscal respon¬ 
sibility, she said. 

Granholm commended 
Law for her dedication on the 
issue. 

“Her effectiveness in fight¬ 
ing for these new laws will 
help improve the quality of life 
for the residents of her district 
who have been impacted by 
the 1.55 million tons of trash 
that came into Sumpter 
Township in 2003,” said 
Granholm.

ble for in front of their buildings 
and what the city is responsible 
for 

“Our goal is to create a corri¬ 
dor that families would feel com¬ 
fortable spending an afternoon 
in,” said Perry “We want people 
to feel free to walk up and down 
the streets of the downtown area 
and be social and shop.” 

Part^of creating this desired 
type of downtown setting 
includes developing a consistent 
look on the streets. 

“If things look the same 
throughout, it creates a cohesive 
downtown,” said Crane. ‘Things 


like, the association would 
decide that all of the flowers are 
going to be pansies or geraniums 
or whatever, but it would create 
this flow throughout that our 
downtown needs ” 

The two men said they are 
eager for business owners to join 
the associatioa 

“We want to get a positive con¬ 
sensus of where we should go as 
a group of business owners in 
this city,” said Crane. “We want 
owners to understand that they 
can have input in things that are 
happening in the downtown 
area.” 

Dues for the association will 
be $50 per year. Meetings will be 
in Romulus City Hall at 10:30 
am. on the second Wednesday of 
each month. All downtovvn busi¬ 
ness owners are welcome to 
attend, Crane said.

a rummage sale. Applications 
for free permits are available at 
the recreation center located 
on Bibbins Road. 

During this clean up week, 
residents will also be able to 


throw away items at the 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW) on Wayne Road at no 
charge. 

However, residents must fol¬ 
low guidelines. 

All items must be placed in 
bags, boxes or bundles for quick 
unloading. A driver’s license or 
other proof of residency is 
required. 


Officials of the DPW ask that 
no more than three bulky items 
per household, such as furni¬ 
ture or freon-free appliances, 
be dropped off 

All refrigeration units must 
have the freon removal certifi¬ 
cation sticker placed on them 
and construction debris will be 
limited to one truckload (pick¬ 
up truck) per household. 


Residents are not allowed to 
place disposal items on DPW 
grounds. 

They must wait for assis¬ 
tance from assigned DPW per¬ 
sonnel so that items are dis¬ 
posed of properly in one of the 
receptacles, according to a 
department spokesman. 

Items that will not be accept¬ 
ed include large car parts, 


stumps, poisons, liquid waste, 
herbicides, appliances contain¬ 
ing freon, lawn removers, sod, 
batteries, hazardous waste, 
flammables, brush, dirt, paint, 
oil, anti-freeze, limbs, concrete, 
solvents, explosives and pesti¬ 
cides.

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Business as usual 

After an initial dustup about the Community Park expansion plan 
in Northville Township, the board of trustees got together last week 
and did what they usually do. 

They set aside their differences, asked their questions and formu¬ 
lated some opinions in order to make an informed vote. In other 
words, they shelved their initial disagreements and worked together. 

There will still be some discussion when the matter finally comes 
to a vote tonight, and that’s a good thing. There are certainly people 
out there who still want to weigh in on this important decision, which 
will have a long-lasting effect for residents in both the township and 
the city of Northville. There are still some questions that need 
answers, a few t’s that need to be crossed. 

Members of the board have indicated they’ll be ready to vote on the 
matter tonight Indeed, some of them wish they already had. They’ll 
have the same options - to proceed with the $3 million expansion as 
planned, proceed with a portion of the plan or put it off for a year 

Whatever they ultimately decide on the issue, one fact is becoming 
increasingly apparent: township and city officials will soon have to 
reevaluate the shared services agreement they follow to operate their 
joint parks and recreation department 

That’s not to say it should be dissolved, by any means. The coopera¬ 
tion between the city, the township and the school district remains an 
ideal that many communities should strive for and from which they 
could benefit 

It’s simply a matter of changing times. The Cily of Northville, large¬ 
ly built out and with a relatively steady population base, can’t keep up 
with the rapidly-growing population base in Northville Township. 
Clerk Sue Hillebrand said she’s getting, on average, an additional 100 
registered voters a month. That means about 50 families, many with 
children Families will want more parks. With the dedicated millage, 
the township can afford to purchase land and develop them, but the 
ongoing funding of the projects is a concern City officials don’t have 
that option 

This will be a tricky issue for politicians to navigate during the 
coming months or years. It will be a fine line to provide for the needs 
of the residents in both communities, without straining the resources 
of either one or asking taxpayers to subsidize a program that they 
don’t necessarily use. 

The discussion on Community Park is a good thing because it 
brings these questions to the forefront now, rather than later. 
Whatever the board decides tonight, they’ll have a step forward in the 
race to solve the Iaiger problem. 

Effort shouldn’t be ‘wasted’ 

It was almost a festive occasion last week when Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm visited a park in Sumpter Township to sign several pieces 
of legislation designed to limit the amount of trash imported into the 
State of Michigan. 

There were chants, signs held aloft and cheers as the pen touched 
the paper 

There’s good reason for the celebration, too, because the laws 
have the potential to make a significant impact on the influx of waste, 
something legislators have decried for years, but never have been 
able to stem. That’s because the laws governing the import of waste 
fall under a higher jurisdiction than a mere state government; they 
deal with interstate commerce, and that typically falls under the 
purview of the federal government 

Of course, Granholm has done battle against these types of issues 
before. As attorney general, she joined a suit filed by local municipal-

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A pretty ‘basic’ option 
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I was skeptical when I entered 
the Food Basics store in Wayne, 
which opened Tuesday morning 

So skeptical, I think, that I sub¬ 
consciously procrastinated at the 
office long enough to miss the 
official ribbon cutting ceremony 
that took place at 10 am. 

I still don’t want this thing in 
my town, although it hasn’t 
looked as bad as I feared. The 
green isn’t as blinding as the 
color swatches officials from the 
company showed to city council; 
and City Planner Matt Miller 
worked with the group to hide 
the ugly brown patch on the 
Michigan Avenue facade. 

I’m not crazy about the philos¬ 
ophy of the store: fewer items, 
less service, lower costs. I still 
want to see something upscale, 
rather than down-scale. The 
argument that most people want¬ 
ed to go to several different 
places to shop rather than one 
never made sense to me, a gener¬ 
ally busy person who would pre¬ 
fer to get all my groceries at one 
store rather than make a bunch 
of different stops, fighting traffic 
between each of them. 

I even felt a slight dismay at 
what the proliferation of these 
types of stores means for our 
society; a vague, gnawing sadness 
that we can be reduced to such a 


low common denominator. A 
store can openly boast that they 
just sell the most common items, 
and they can make a good profit 
at it I mean, what does this mean 
for our individuality? But that 
might be an argument better left 
to places where lava lamps gur¬ 
gle in dim corners and thick, 
pungent smoke curls about sta¬ 
tionary ceiling fans, so I digress. 

Obviously, the store looks bet¬ 
ter on the inside now that it did 
when it carried the Flarmer Jack 
moniker. But hey, so does my 
shed. 

The shelves are neatly lined 
with items, produce virtually 
spilling out of bins, bright in their 
colors. Everywhere I looked 
huge signs noted that things were 
fresh every day, as if they were 
not trying to merely announce 
the fact, but convince people of it 

And there were lots and lots of 
people. The lines were so long, in 
fact that some of them had given 
up on the wait and left laden 
carts scattered throughout the 
aisles. More people, I’d guess, 
than visited the Farmer Jack’s 
store in a month. 

Nothing I saw, though, would 
convince me to actually patron¬ 
ize the shop, until I came to the 
beer cooler. I probably shouldn’t 
say that I make many of my deci¬ 


sions on 
where to go 
based on the 
type of beer they sell there, but 
there you go, and Heineken at a 
buck a bottle ain’t a bad deal at 
all. 

On the way out of the store, I 
wandered past another of my 
weaknesses, when I saw a whole 
rack of Hawaiian print shirts for 
$8 apiece. Never one to give in to 
the conventions of modern fash¬ 
ion, I have a hard time passing 
up an ugly, cheap shirt; they’re 
kind of like collectors items to 
me, I line them up in the closet 
the way some people put porce¬ 
lain plates depicting the career 
of Elvis Presley on their mantle. 

I still can’t promise that I’ll 
buy anything from the store or 
even that I’ll pay it much atten¬ 
tion. But for now, at least, it 
seems to bring people into the 
community and that’s a good 
thing. Whether or not it will 
remain a clean and well-main¬ 
tained place remains to be seea 

And hopefully, as Mayor A1 
Haidous said, the store will serve 
to bring in more businesses, as 
well. 

That’s fine, as long as the 
types of businesses it attracts 
helps build up the image of the 
city.

An automated external defib¬ 
rillator, commonly called AED, 
was donated this month to the 
City of Romulus and two AEDs 
were donated to the City of 
Inkster from Henry Ford Health 
System in conjunction with 
Medtronic and the American 
Heart Association. These units 
will be placed with EMS workers 
in Inkster and in a first response 
vehicle in Romulus. 

Why is this gift so important to 
your community? Every year in 
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the United States, nearly 250,000 
people die from sudden cardiac 
arrest While CPR will keep oxy¬ 
gen circulating, a defibrillator is 
the only chance of survival for 
the majority of these victims. For 
every minute that passes without 
treatment the victim’s change of 
survival decreases by 10 percent 
Since time is of the essence for 
these victims, it is crucial that all 
potential medical first respon¬ 
ders be equipped with life-saving 
AEDs.

MARCH 16, 2004 


March 2, 2004 as presented. Carried. 


Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:31 p.m. in the Board Room. Present: 
Supervisor King, Clerk Payne, Treasurer Budd, Trustee Hart, Trustee Herman, 
Trustee Jahr and Trustee Rochowiak. Absent and excused: None. Others in atten¬ 
dance: Planning and Economic Development Director Kelley, Environmental 
Director Swallow, Recreation and Facilities Director Ross, Interim Public Safety 
Director Smolen, Planning and Zoning Administrator Pugsley, Executive Assistant 
Ireland, Secretary Cline and an audience of eighteen (18). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Payne moved, Budd seconded to approve the agenda 
with the following amendment: Under “New Business” remove Item # 9 “Consider 
first reading of Ordinance 03-16-04(2) to amend the Township Zoning Ordinance, 06- 
02-92, as amended, to revise regulations pertaining to Accessory Buildings and 
Structures.” Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Jahr moved, Payne seconded to open the public hearing to 
receive public comment on the special assessment roll for the purpose of installing 
and maintaining streetlights in the public road right of way in the Briarwood Estates 
Subdivision. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated Briarwood Estates Subdivision is located off Elwell 
Road between West Huron River Drive and Hull Road and is a fifty-three unit single¬ 
family development. In November 2003 the special assessment district was estab¬ 
lished for the purpose of installing and maintaining streetlights in the public road 
right of way throughout the development. The DTE Energy Company provides a pro¬ 
gram that is used to install and maintain street lighting. A requirement of the program 
is for the local municipality to be billed for street lighting and in turn the special 
assessment roll provides for those payments to be reimbursed from the benefited 
party via a special assessment roll. The Township takes the annual cost of streetlights 
and spreads the special assessment over the tax roll. Included in the Board packet is a 
copy of the Special Assessment Roll with a list of the homeowners and a map show¬ 
ing where the streetlights are to be placed. The initial annual cost of $2,577.52 is to 
be spread among the fifty-three homes and with an annual cost per lot of $48.63 to be 
paid by the homeowner’s. Director Kelley further stated during the Public Hearing in 
November 2003 members of the subdivisions voiced concerns with the developer of 
Briarwood subdivision in regards to the time frame for completion of various tasks 
associated with completion of the subdivision other than street lighting. At a meeting 
held in February 2004 between the homeowners, the developer and township staff 
these items were addressed. 

Supervisor King reviewed the documents contained in the agenda packet as follows. 
A notification letter dated March 1, 2004 to the property owners of this public hearing 
for the special assessment roll; a letter from DTE Energy of the costs; a list of all of 
the property owners in Briarwood Estates Subdivision; a memo of the action taken at 
the meeting with the homeowners, the developer and the Township; and a map indi¬ 
cating the placement for the street lights. Supervisor King reiterated the meeting 
between the homeowners and developer went well and there is an understating 
between the parties of outstanding issues. 

Trustee Hart asked if there was a timeline for these action items to be completed? 
Director Kelley stated the township action items have been completed and the devel¬ 
oper has completed the first part of his by delivering letters to the affected homeown¬ 
ers of the specific building items within thirty days. 

Comments and questions from the audience as follows: Residents of the Briarwood 
Estates homeowner’s association asked what was is left in this process to complete 
the street lighting and if the funds from the developer are escrowed? Supervisor King 
stated if the Board approves the special assessment roll this is the final step and the 
rest is an administrative duty of the Treasurer’s Office to spread the special assess¬ 
ment roll to the homeowner’s tax bill. Director Kelley stated it is a matter of schedul¬ 
ing with DTE Energy the project to be started and the funds from the developer are 
escrowed. What is the procedure to have the Homeowner’s Association recognized 
by the Township? Director Kelley stated the procedure is in the Master Deed. Finally, 
a resident of the subdivision thanked Director Kelley for his assistance in this process. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Hart moved, Payne seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Hart moved, Herman seconded to open the public hearing to receive public comment 
on the special assessment roll for the purpose of installing and maintaining street¬ 
lights in the public road right of way in the Visteon Village Development. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation Director Kelley stated this is the same DTE Energy street lighting program as 
in prior public hearing. As part of the Visteon Village development plan and public 
improvements a new public road is being constructed. Visteon Corporation is 
requesting streetlights in the public road right a way be placed on this public road. 
The Public Hearing Notice is addressed to residents and property owners in this case 
there are only two property owners who will be assessed are Visteon Corporation with 
two parcels and DTE Energy with one. The matter in which the roll was spread was 
based on acreage. Supervisor King stated the initial capital outlay is $100,291.77 and 
the annual maintenance cost is $12,776.99 per year to be paid by Visteon Corporation 
and DTE Energy. 

There were no comments from the Board or the audience. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Hart moved, Budd seconded to close the public hearing. Carried.

ROMULUS EMPLOYEES PENSION PLAN 

An Ordinance to amend the City of Romulus Code of Ordinances Chapter 38 Romulus 
Employee Pension Plan. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1: Short Title 

This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Ordinance Amendment for 
Minimum Distribution Requirements under the Amended Romulus 
Employee Pension Plan. 

Section 2: Effective for Plan Years beginning on or after July 1, 2003, a new Section 
38.5.6A is hereby added to read as follows: 

Section 38.5.6A 

(a) GENERAL RULES 

(i) Effective Date. Unless a later effective date is specified in subsection 
(f)(i) of this Amendment, the provisions of this Amendment will apply for purposes of deter¬ 
mining required minimum distributions for calendar years beginning with the 2002 calendar 
year. 

(ii) Coordination with Minimum Distribution Requirements Previously 
in Effect. If the effective date of this Amendment is earlier than calendar years beginning with 
the 2003 calendar year, required minimum distributions for 2002 under this Amendment will be 
determined as follows. If the total amount of 2002 required minimum distributions under the 
Plan made to the distributee prior to the effective date of this Amendment equals or exceeds the 
required minimum distributions determined under this Amendment, then no additional distribu¬ 
tions will be required to be made for 2002 on or after such date to the distributee. If the total 
amount of 2002 required minimum distributions under the Plan made to the distributee prior to 
the effective date of this Amendment is less than the amount determined under this 
Amendment, then required minimum distributions for 2002 on and after such date will be 
determined so that the total amount of required minimum distributions for 2002 made to the 
distributee will be the amount determined under this Amendment. 

(iii) Precedence. The requirements of this Amendment will take prece¬ 
dence over any inconsistent provisions of the Plan. 

(iv) Requirements of Treasury Regulations Incorporated. All distributions 
required under this Amendment will be determined and made in accordance with the Treasury 
regulations under Section 401(a)(9) of the Internal Revenue Code. 

(v) TEFRA Section 242(b)(2) Elections. Notwithstanding the other pro¬ 
visions of this Amendment, distributions may be made under a designation made before 
January 1, 1984, in accordance with Section 242(b)(2) of the Tax Equity and Fiscal 
Responsibility Act (TEFRA) and the provisions of the Plan that relate to Section 242(b)(2) of 
TEFRA. 

(b) TIME AND MANNER OF DISTRIBUTION 

(i) Required Beginning Date. The Participant’s entire interest will be 
distributed, or begin to be distributed, to the Participant no later than the Participant's required 
beginning date. 

(ii) Death of Participant Before Distributions Begin . If the Participant 
dies before distributions begin, the Participant’s entire interest will be distributed, or begin to 
be distributed, no later than as follows: 

(a) If the Participant’s surviving spouse is the Participant’s 
sole designated beneficiary, then, except as provided in subsection (0, distributions to the sur¬ 
viving spouse will begin by December 31 of the calendar year immediately following the cal¬ 
endar year in which the Participant died, or by December 31 of the calendar year in which the 
Participant would have attained age 70 1/2, if later. 

(b) If the Participant’s surviving spouse is not the Participant’s 
sole designated beneficiary, then, except as provided in subsection (f), distributions to the des¬ 
ignated beneficiary will begin by December 31 of the calendar year immediately following the 
calendar year in which the Participant died. 

(c) If there is no designated beneficiary as of September 30 of 
the year following the year of the Participant’s death, the Participant’s entire interest will be 
distributed by December 31 of the calendar year containing the fifth anniversary of the 
Participant's death. 

(d) If the Participant’s surviving spouse is the Participant’s 
sole designated beneficiary and the surviving spouse dies after the Participant but before distri¬ 
butions to the surviving spouse begin, this subsection (b)(ii), other than subparagraph (a) 
above, will apply as if the surviving spouse were the Participant. 

For purposes of this subsection (b)(ii) and subparagraph (d) above, unless subparagraph (d) 
immediately above applies, distributions are considered to begin on the Participant’s required 
beginning date. If subparagraph (d) applies, distributions are considered to begin on the date 
distributions are required to begin to the surviving spouse under subparagraph (a) above. If dis¬ 
tributions under an annuity purchased from an insurance company irrevocably commence to 
the Participant before the Participant’s required beginning date (or to the Participant’s surviving 
spouse before the date distributions are required to begin to the surviving spouse under subpara 

graph (a)), the date distributions are considered to begin is the date distributions actually com¬ 
mence. 

(ii*) Forms of Distribution. Unless the Participant’s interest is distributed 
in the form of an annuity purchased from an insurance company or in a single sum on or before 
the required beginning date, as of the first distribution calendar year distributions will be made 
in accordance with subsections (c) and (d) of this Amendment. If the Participant’s interest is 
distributed in the form of an annuity purchased from an insurance company, distributions there¬ 
under will be made in accordance with the requirements of Section 401(a)(9) of the Code and 
the Treasury regulations. 

<c) REQUIRED MINIMUM DISTRIBUTIONS DURING 

PARTICIPANT’S LIFETIME 

(*) Amount of Required Minimum Distribution For Each Distribution 


Calendar Year. During the Participant’s lifetime, the minimum amount that will be distributed 
for each distribution calendar year is the lesser of: 

(a) the quotient obtained by dividing the Participant's account bal¬ 
ance by the distribution period in the Uniform Lifetime Table set forth in Section 1.401(a)(9)-9 
of the Treasury regulations, using the Participant’s age as of the Participant’s birthday in the 
distribution calendar year; or 

(b) if the Participant’s sole designated beneficiary for the dis¬ 
tribution calendar year is the Participant’s spouse, the quotient obtained by dividing the 
Participant’s account balance by the number in the Joint and Last Survivor Table set forth in 
Section 1.401(a)(9)-9 of the Treasury regulations, using the Participant’s and spouse’s attained 
ages as of the Participant’s and spouse’s birthdays in the distribution calendar year. 

(ii) Lifetime Required Minimum Distributions Continue Through Year 
of Participant’s Death. Required minimum distributions will be determined under this subsec¬ 
tion (c) beginning with the first distribution calendar year and up to and including the distribu¬ 
tion calendar year that includes the Participant’s date of death. 

(d) REQUIRED MINIMUM DISTRIBUTIONS AFTER PARTICIPANT’S DEATH 

(i) Death On or After Date Distributions Begin. 

(a) Participant Survived bv Designated Beneficiary. If the 
Participant dies on or after the date distributions begin and there is a designated beneficiary, the 
minimum amount that will be distributed for each distribution calendar year after the year of 
the Participant’s death is the quotient obtained by dividing the Participant’s account balance by 
the longer of the remaining life expectancy of the Participant or the remaining life expectancy 
of the Participant’s designated beneficiary, determined as follows: 

(1) The Participant’s remaining life expectancy is cal¬ 
culated using the age of the Participant in the year of death, reduced by one for each subsequent year. 

* (2) If the Participant’s surviving spouse is the 

Participant’s sole designated beneficiary, the remaining life expectancy of the surviving spouse 
is calculated for each distribution calendar year after the year of the Participant’s death using 
the surviving spouse’s age as of the spouse’s birthday in that year. For distribution calendar 
years after the year of the surviving spouse’s death, the remaining life expectancy of the surviv¬ 
ing spouse is calculated using the age of the surviving spouse as of the spouse’s birthday in the 
calendar year of the spouse’s death, reduced by one for each subsequent calendar year. 

(3) If the Participant’s surviving spouse is not the 
Participant’s sole designated beneficiary, the designated beneficiary’s remaining life expectan¬ 
cy is calculated using the age of the beneficiary in the year following the year of the 
Participant’s death, reduced by one for each subsequent year. 

(b) No Designated Beneficiary. If the Participant dies on or 
after the date distributions begin and there is no designated beneficiary as of September 30 of 
the year after the year of the Participant’s death, the minimum amount that will be distributed 
for each distribution calendar year after the year of the Participant’s death is the quotient 
obtained by dividing the Participant’s account balance by the Participant’s remaining life 
expectancy calculated using the age of the Participant in the year of death, reduced by one for 
each subsequent year. 

(ii) Death Before Date Distributions Begin. 

(a) Participant Survived bv Designated Beneficiary’. Except as 
provided in subsection (f), if the Participant dies before the date distributions begin and there is 
a designated beneficiary, the minimum amount that will be distributed for each distribution cal¬ 
endar year after the year of the Participant’s death is the quotient obtained by dividing the 
Participant’s account balance by the remaining life expectancy of the Participant’s designated 
beneficiary, determined as provided in subsection (d)(i). 

(b) No Designated Beneficiary. If the Participant dies before 
the date distributions begin and there is no designated beneficiary as of September 30 of the 
year following the year of the Participant’s death, distribution of the Participant’s entire interest 
will be completed by December 31 of the calendar year containing the fifth anniversary of the 
Participant’s death. 

(c) Death of Surviv ing Spouse Before Distributions to 
Surviving Spouse Are Required to Begin . If the Participant dies before the date distributions 
begin, the Participant’s surviving spouse is the Participant’s sole designated beneficiary, and the 
surviving spouse dies before distributions are required to begin to the surviving spouse under 
subsection (b)(ii), this subsection (d)(ii) will apply as if the surviving spouse were the 
Participant. 

(e) DEFINITIONS 

(i) Designated beneficiary. The individual who is designated as the 
Beneficiary under the Plan and is the designated beneficiary under Section 401(a)(9) of the 
Internal Revenue Code and Section 1.401 (a)(9)-1, Q&A-4, of the Treasury regulations. 

(ii) Distribution calendar year. A calendar year for which a minimum 
distribution is required. For distributions beginning before the Participant’s death, the first dis¬ 
tribution calendar year is the calendar year immediately preceding the calendar year which con¬ 
tains the Participant’s required beginning date. For distributions beginning after the 
Participant's death, the first distribution calendar year is the calendar year in which distribu¬ 
tions are required to begin under subsection (b)(ii). The required minimum distribution for the 
Participant's first distribution calendar year will be made on or before the Participant's required 
beginning date. The required minimum distribution for other distribution calendar years, 
including the required minimum distribution for the distribution calendar year in which the 
Participant’s required beginning date occurs, will be made on or before December 31 of that 
distribution calendar year. 

(iii) Life expectancy. Life expectancy as computed by use of the Single 
Life Table in Section 1.401(a)(9)-9 of the Treasury regulations. 

(* v ) Participant’s account balance . The account balance as of the last val¬ 
uation date in the calendar year immediately preceding the distribution calendar year (valuation 
calendar year) increased by the amount of any contributions made and allocated or forfeitures 
allocated to the account balance as of dates in the valuation calendar year after the valuation 
date and decreased by distributions made in the valuation calendar year after the valuation date. 
The account balance for the valuation calendar year includes any amounts rolled over or trans¬ 
ferred to the Plan either in the valuation calendar year or in the distribution calendar year if dis¬ 
tributed or transferred in the valuation calendar year. 

(v) Required beginning date. The date specified in the Plan when distri¬ 
butions under Section 401(a)(9) of the Internal Revenue Code are required to begin. 

(0 ADOPTION AGREEMENT ELECTIONS

days to pay late Wayne County property 
tax, thanks to Wayne County Treasurer 
Raymond J. Wojtowicz. 

Wojtowicz was successful in his request 
to the Wayne County Circuit Court asking 
for an extension of the deadline to pay 
delinquent 2001 county real property 
taxes. 

The deadline has now been extended, 
according to Wojtowicz, from the pre¬ 
scribed date of March 31, 2004 to April 30, 
2004 The court granted the new date for 
taxpayers to either pay the taxes or file an 
application for financial hardship. 

The request to the court was made in 
part as a result of the strong response to

( ) The provision set forth above in this subsection (f)(ii) shall not 
apply. Rather, subsections (b)(ii) and (d)(ii) of this Amendment shall apply except as elected in 
subsection (f)(iii) of this Amendment below. 

(iii) Election to Apply 5-Year Rule to Distributions to Designated 

Beneficiaries. 

( ) If the Participant dies before distributions begin and there is a 
designated beneficiary, distribution to the designated beneficiary is not required to begin by 
the date specified in the Plan, but the Participant’s entire interest will be distributed to the des¬ 
ignated beneficiary by December 31 of the calendar year containing the fifth anniversary of 
the Participant’s death. If the Participant’s surviving spouse is the Participant’s sole designated 
beneficiary and the surviving spouse dies after the Participant but before distributions to either 
the Participant or the surviving spouse begin, this election will apply as if the surviving spouse 
were the Participant. 

If the above is elected, then this election will apply to: 

() All distributions. 

() The following distributions: 

(iv) Election to Allow Designated Beneficiary Receiving Distributions 
Under 5-Year Rule to Elect Life Expectancy Distributions. 

( ) A designated beneficiary who is receiving payments under the 
5-year rule may make a new election to receive payments under the life expectancy rule until 
December 31, 2003, provided that all amounts that would have been required to be distributed 
under the life expectancy rule for all distribution calendar years before 2004 are distributed by 
the earlier of December 3 1, 2003 or the end of the 5-year period. 

Section 3: Repealer 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict with this ordinance are repealed only to the 
extent necessary to give this ordinance full force and effect. 

Section 4: Savings 

All proceedings pending and all rights and liabilities existing, acquired or incurred at the time 
this ordinance takes effect are saved and may be consummated according to the law in force 
when they were commenced. 

Section 5: Severability 

Should any clause, sentence, paragraph, subsection or section of this Article be declared void 
or otherwise invalid, for any reason, by any court, such declaration shall not affect any portion 
of this Article other than the part specifically declared to be void. 

Section 6: Effective Date 

This ordinance shall become effective immediately upon publication in the official newspaper.

Local artist wins honor

Plymouth architect and artist Dennis 
Jones is making a name for himself. 

Jones, a residential architect known 
locally for his work on the Sandra Sagear 
Wall of Courage at Plymouth High School 
took second place in the 23rd annual 
Michigan Fine Arts Competition, which is 
hosted at the Birmingham and Bloomfield 
Art Center. The exhibition continues until 
April 9. 

“It was a nice thing to be involved in,” 
Jones said. “It’s an excellent show. There 
is a lot of good work there.” 

Jones won for his work, Have You Ever 
Felt This Terrible Burning Inside? 

Jones said that even getting into the 
exhibition is a difficult propositioa The 
event draws more than 300 up-and-coming 
artists every year, according to organizers. 
Each artist submits two pieces of work, 
which means the judges sift through as 
many as 600 works of art as they try to 
select the top 100 artists for the show. 

Other exhibitors include Jan Michael 
Field of Belleville, Michael C. Zahratka of 
Canton Township and Igor Beginin and 
Connie Lucas of Plymouth. 

Jones said he works on mainly residen¬ 
tial architecture from his home studio. 
The art is a good complement to that type 
of work, but there can be many similarities 
between them. He received his master’s 
degree in fine art from Wayne State 
University and an architectural degree 


from the University of Detroit 

“Training as an architect certainly con¬ 
cerns aesthetics and the basic building 
blocks of art,” he said. “You need an eye 
for balance and proportion. There’s an 
overlap in how things are joined.” 

Jones said he isn’t limited to the types 
of medium he takes on when the muse hits 
him. He’s worked in sculptures as well as 
a variety of different types of painting 
techniques. He’ll soon open a one-person 
show at the Robert Kidd Gallery in 
Birmingham. 

Jones said he comes up with ideas for 
his artwork in a variety of ways. 

“You really work with what you’ve done 
before, to some degree,” he said. “It’s kind 
of a reworking of some things and imple¬ 
menting them in a new way.” 

The idea for Have You Ever Felt This 
Terrible Burning Inside?, for example 
came from his typical commute from his 
Plymouth home to the studio in Detroit 
where he works. There are a lot of vacant 
fields along the way and he said that pro¬ 
vided the basis for the sprawling, 8-foot by 
12-foot painting. From there, he merely 
imagined the types of people that would 
inhabit those often-forlorn places. He 
combined that with some caustic colors 
and a vibrant sky. 

‘The landscape is somewhat littered 
with debris you might encounter and then 
there’s these figures that are occupying 
that space,” Jones said. “A high level of 
anxiety was what I was trying to get at” 

Jones said he enjoys both aspects of his

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artistic life - the designing of residential 
additions and custom homes that brings 
him most of his income and the sometime 
more creative aspect of looking at a blank 
canvass or lump of material and working it 
into something specific. 

“It’s enjoyable to create something 
without having a client, or boss of sorts,” 
said the former instructor at the Center for 


Creative Studies, adding that he doesn’t 
see himself giving up his architecture 
work any time soon. “If I’m ever successful 
enough to make that jump, I’d certainly do 
it, but I can’t There aren’t too many people 
that can. 

“They aren’t as separate as you might 
think,” he added. “It all comes from the 
same place.”

Local family plans missionaiy trip

Enduring 90-degree heat, dig¬ 
ging at a construction site, haul¬ 
ing materials around in a wheel¬ 
barrow or sleeping on a 2-inch- 
thick mattress may not sound like 
the trip of a lifetime, but that’s 
exactly what it turned out to be 
for Northville resident Debra 
Jankovich and her mother, Maria 
Schwartz. 

The pair took part in a mis¬ 
sionary trip in January to 
Guaymango, El Salvador and 
liked the experience so much 
that they intend to return next 
week. This time, it will be a 
three-generational trip because

Jankovich said she’s taking her 
15-year-old son, Adam, to help 
out 

“It was an amazing experi¬ 
ence,” Jankovich said. “I can’t 
wait to go back.” 

Jankovich, 41, has lived in 
Northville Township for about 
two years. She said she learned 
about the trip on a Sunday at the 
church she still attends in 
Rochester Hills. A friend’s uncle 
was speaking that day and he 
was involved with the First 
English Mission Events (FEME), 
which was planning the trip. The 
goal was to build a church and 
community center for the small 
village. 

Jankovich said she quickly 
conferred with her husband, and 
soon the preparations were 
under way. Schwartz said it didn’t 
take much convincing for her to 
join on the lead team, whose role 
was to provide the foundation for 
the construction of the church, 
which will be completed by sev¬ 
eral teams visiting the village 
throughout the year. 

In fact, Schwartz said she had 
wanted to take part on different 
missionary trips to colder cli¬ 
mates like Alaska, but hadn’t 
been able to. 

“They thought it was going to 
be too tough on me,” she said. 
‘When this door opened, my hus¬ 
band said: ‘I think your passport 


is in the drawer.’” 

Soon the two women found 
themselves facing the prospect of 
traveling to a third world country 
and an environment where they 
didn’t know what to expect 

Once they arrived, they quick¬ 
ly settled into a routine. 
Jankovich’s role was to walk 
daily the four blocks to the con¬ 
struction site and help out wher¬ 
ever she could, which was any¬ 
thing from helping to organize 
tools to putting shovel into the 
ground. 

“I was a go-fer,” she said. “I 
was the only female working at 
the construction site. I dug, I 
wheel-barrowed. I did all kinds 
of stuff” 

Schwartz was in charge of arts 
and crafts. She helped the chil¬ 
dren create bead necklaces, 
color drawings and more. It was 
an eye-opening experience, she 
said, to find out that some chil¬ 
dren had walked as much as 8 
miles to take part in the crafts. 

“They were so appreciative,” 
Schwartz said. “They won my 
heart” 

Jankovich agreed. 

‘These kids were more grate¬ 
ful for a piece of paper and a 
crayon than anyone I had ever 
seen in my life,” she said. “I was 
amazed at how grateful they 
were for simple things.” 

It wasn’t all hard work, though. 


At the end of a long day at the 
construction site, the adults 
played games with children, 
many of whom hadn’t seen a 
Frisbee before. 

The region is still struggling to 
recover from a wave of earth¬ 
quakes that decimated the coun¬ 
ty in 2001, according to 
Jankovich. Poverty is rampant 
there, as she found out with a 
conversation with a 19-year-old 
girl. She hadn’t been to school for 
six years because her parents 
couldn’t afford to send her. 

As it turns out, Jankovich said 
it cost only $140 to give her the 
basics she needed to go to school, 
and $250 would cover her for a 
full year, comfortably. She started 
to brainstorm and soon came up 
with commitments for $250 schol¬ 
arships for each of the 15 chil¬ 
dren that needed them to go back 
to school. 

She said plenty of other items 
are needed, too, from tooth 
brushes to vitamins to Spanish 
Bibles and clothing. Cash dona¬ 
tions can be sent to Dolores 


Berrigan, FEME Financial 
Consultant, 2113 Belmont Place, 
Metairie, LA 7001, while ship¬ 
ments of donated goods can be 
sent to Dottie Tardy, FEME 
arrangements, 608 Fairlawn Dr., 
Terrytown, LA 70056. 

Debra said she plans on con¬ 
tinuing her work when she 
returns to the country from April 
14-21. Her son, Adam, said he 
was looking forward to the trip, 
too. A sophomore in high school, 
he said he wants to practice the 
Spanish he’s learned there, as 
well as get a feeling for the type 
of experience his mother has 
described so passionately. 

“I want to see what it’s like 
down there,” he said. “I want to 
help out” 

Jankovich said his knowledge 
of Spanish would be a bonus, too. 
She doesn’t speak the language. 

“I’m counting on him to help 
me out,” she said. “It’s an eye¬ 
opening experience. I wish all 
teen-agers had a chance to live in 
a third-world village. They don’t 
know how good they have it”
